1. Mayor Holland read a letter from the Tennessee Municipal League representative 

Paul Chambliss regarding the use of city vehicles and allowing passengers to ride in 
the vehicle. A copy of the letter is attached.  Motion by Vice Mayor Hale, seconded 
by Councilperson Townes to implement paragraph three (3) into the personnel 
manual.  This will allow any employee or person riding with an employee on official 



city business (example: inmates, contractor, meeting attendee, etc.) Paragraph 
three (3) states: 

 
“If the city decides to use take home vehicles, the Pool recommends that the city 
establish written policies to control exposure such as, the vehicle is for official use only, 
the employee is the only one allowed to drive the vehicle, family members and others 
are prohibited from riding in the vehicle, prior notification must be given before the 
vehicle is taken out of state, all traffic laws are strictly followed and all accidents or 
traffic violations must be immediately reported to the supervisor.”

He also reported that Johnny Mercer and 



his employees have completed maintenance work on street vehicles and equipment that has 

saved the city money. 

 

Councilperson Townes reported that the general government employees continue to work on 

the annual budget.  He also said that “Nights on Broadway” begins May 26 and will continue 

throughout the summer.  There is a Memorial Day ceremony on May 30.  The Park Theater 

continues to be busy showing movies.  The Farmers Market is slated to open June 4. 

 

Councilperson Gallimore reported that the water department continues with normal activities. 

 

Councilperson Pruneau stated the police conducted 544 security checks in April and made 127 

stops for various offenses.
